She replied that 
no ne o f tm rn had because her hus­ 
band didn’t believe in that so rt o f 
thing — sticking germs o r the 
waste pro ducts o f germs into chil­ 
dren’s bo dies. 


Necessity o f Vaccinatio ns 
“ Yo ur husband is no t at liberty 
to ho ld such o pinio ns,” I to ld her, 
“any mo re than he ia at liberty to 
ho ld the o pinio n that murder is 
a go o d thing because it reduces 
the su rplu s po pulatio n, o r that 
lynching is justified. The pro o f 
o f the value o f such vaccinatio ns 
is beyo nd any smart-alecky o pin­ 
io n: it has been laid do wn o ver 
a perio d o f years and is co mplete. 
The diseases I have named are 
far mo re dangero us and malig­ 
nant than the tro pica! o iscases 
yo u are afraid o f. A century and 
a half ago they killed their hu n­ 
dreds o f tho usands every year 
right here in a climate like this, 
whereas the tro pical diseases can 
never get a start here because the 
infects which carry them canno t 
live here. Yo u wo uld do any fo o l 
thing to yo urself to render yo ur 
perso n safe fro m filiariasi? and 
madu ra fo o t because yo u have 
ju st been scared abo ut them. Hut 
because the pro secutio n o f vaccin­ 
atio n has rendered this co untry 
almo st free o f such killing and 
blinding diseases as smallpo x and 
diphtheria, yo u do no t hear abo ut 
the danger^ o f tho se disease:* any 
mo re and yo u have a false co m­ 
placent sense o f security.” 
Every year I co nsider it the 
highest duty o f this co lumn to ad­ 
vise parents, to have their children 
vaccinated against the co ntagio us 
diseases fo r which we have pro ved 
immunizatio n preventatives. I am 
to ld th a t such preachments arc* 
unnecessary 
because 
in 
mo st 
states such vaccinatio n is enfo rc- 
able by law. But I co ntinue be­ 
cause enfo rcement is o ften lax , 
and besides it is better to have 
the co nsent o f the vaccinated, o r 
at least their parent s. 
It is tru e that smallpo x and 
diphtheria 
have 
almo st 
di ap­ 
peared. Parents take this to mean 
that the danger is o ver and allo w 
the 
preventive 
vaccinatio ns 
to 


slide year after year. And this 
unvaccinated po o l o f the po pula­ 
tio n 
co nstitutes 
an 
ever-rendy 
so urce o f epidemic* If a carrier 
sho uld infect o ne child in scho o l, 
all 
the

Nigilance Must lie Maintained 
In the meantime in the unvac­ 
cinated po o l o f the po pulatio n the 
diseases lie latent, and wo uld bo b 
up again to ravage the inno cent 
at 
the 
slightest 
relax atio n 
o f 
vigilance, 
An o verdressed and haughty 
do wager said to the clerk in the

plied the clerk, “but the children 
are new.” 
They are also new every year 
fo r ex po sure to the co ntagio us 
diseases. So every year o nce mo re 
we must pro tect them. 
It is almo st unnecessary to pre­ 
sent argu ments fo r the efficacy o f 
the o ldest o f all vaccinatio ns — 
against smallpo x . A hundred aud 
fifty years ago , befo re the intro ­ 
ductio n o f vaccinal.o n. we have 
no statistics to to ll us the number 
o f deaths, but it was rare to see 
a face in England unmarked bv 
smallpo x scars. Even as late as 
the decade o f 1918-1922 in the 
U nJed States there were 579 to 
610 cases repo rted. 
To day it has almo st disappear­ 
ed. 
In 1942. and again in 1943, 
there were no deaths repo rted. 
But still there were 789 cases re­ 
po rted in 
1943 in the United 
States, so a reservo ir ex ists. 
Vaccinatio n sho uld he do ne first 
du rirg the baby’s first year.
